Dear  Friend, 

Tour  kind  letter  date  15th  of  Oot.  oaiae  to  hand  on  19th  of  laat 
month.  I  was  truly  glad  to  hear  from  you....  John  R.  Terrill  I 
expect  is  in  Cincinnati.  He  was  with  us  a  week  sons  six  weeks  ago.. 
Tell  TTlas  Mary  Goodfellow  if  she  is  married  I  wish  her  much  Joy, 
and  Miss  Jane  Oar^Sv  that  1*11  return  her  oonpliment.  Tell  Miss 

Mary  E.  Terrill  she  must  excuse  me  for  not  writing . have  had 

sickness  in  family  ever  since  I  cane  home.....  Tell  Miss  Sarah  B.. 

and  Iflss  Elizabeth  T.  that  I  send  my  love  and  would  be  glad  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  few  lines  from  them....  You  stated  that  JoAnn  was  the  same 

yet  and  I  expect  she  will  remain  the  same  some  time.....Oive  her 

and  Ruth  ray  love... .The  Dr.  has  been  confined  at  hocie  on  acooxmt 

of  the  ill  health  of  his  uncle  this  summer. •• .You  stated  you  had 
not  seen  Jim  Ximbroxigh  for  several  weeks... .Tell  the  tv;o  If.E.T.s 

I  should  like  to  be  with  them  next  time  they  go  to  see  Jim...... 

There  has  been  about  three  weddings  in  the  neighborhood  this  fall 
and  I  expect  there  will  be  about  two  more  Christmas  or  after..... 

I  do  not  think  any  of  the  Miss  Pyles  is  married  or  you  would  have 
let  me  know.  I  have  had  my  fortune  told....  He  has  a  black  curly 

head  and  a  beautiful  face  of  whiskers.....  I  have  never  seen  him 

yet  -  expect  never  will..,.The  association  here  was  held  at  Sand- 

run  about  2}  miles  from  us  in  Aug . I  was  there  two  days..... 

When  I  returned  home  from  your  state  I  found  Sister  Mary  Smith  in 
very  bad  health. .. .Scarlet  fever  is  with  us  ogs in. .. .Brother  Ben¬ 
jamin  received  a  letter  from  Brother  James  Terrill....  they  have 
whooping  cough.. ••  Write  soon,  give  my  love  to  all  the  friends...

I  embrace  this  opportunity  to  inform  you  your  kind  letter  came 
to  hand  June  let....  We  are  all  well  at  present.  The  cholera  has 
been  very  bad  in  oxir  neighborhood  and  all  through  the  country.. •• 
Deaths:  Mrs.  Dioken,  July  5;  Mrs.  Benjamin  Michels,  daughter  of 
Uncle  Botts,  JUly  11;  Joseph  Botts*  youngest  child  on  13th;  Miss 
Elizabeth  Y.  Whitaker,  age  16,  died  Aug.  2.  On  4th  instant,  Fran¬ 
ces  E.  Gaines,  age  20,  niece  of  Gabriel  J.  Gaines,  died;  was  nat¬ 
ive  of  Mississippi.  Joseph  A.  Graves  lost  two  children  same  week. 
••..Gold  fever  has  not  been  very  bad  here;  few  went  fron  our  sect¬ 
ion.  (Mentions  JoAnn  again. . .people  leaving  for  7q.,  others  talk 
of  returning. ... )  Spring  and  sumner  weddlTvgs:  Leonidas  Bosley  to 
Matilda  Haden;  Robert  Graves  to  Sarilda  Modesett  of  Owen  Co.:  Han¬ 
ey  Ifointush  to  Samuel  pangbum;  Elvira  Rogers  to  Wm.  A.  Harrieon; 
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Ann  Watts  to  John  Cave,  and  nany  more  that  you  were  not  ac¬ 
quainted  with. 

/lunt  Nancy  told  me  to  toll  you  that  Virginta  received  the  things 
that  was  sent  her  by  Mr* *  D*  and  also  received  a  letter  from  her 
father  since  he  started  for  the  gold  region* 

Some  of  our  neighbors  are  very  anxious  to  knovr  where  the  widow 
V/ilhoit  is  living  (Hanley  Botts*  mother).  If  you  knov/  nleese 
let  me  know. 

Brother  Ben  has  dissolved  partnership  with  J,  C*  Gaines  and  is 
now  keeping  a  dry  goods  store  at  Comellousvllle.  I  sav/  your  i 
cousin,  Mary  Kirtly,  last  Sunday.  She  was  well  with  the  rest  of 
her  family.  There  is  a  talk  of  her  marriage  with  Robert  Kirtly 
Jr*  Whether  it  is  the  truth  or  not  I  do  not  know  but  I  expect 
it  is  the  truth* 

Since  the  above  stated  I  hear  that  Mrs*  ?!*  Kirtly  is  married 
and  gone  to  visit  her  relation  in  Maysville* 

Give  my  love  to  my  sisters  and  their  families  and  all  the  friends 
and  receive  a  full  potion  (sp)  for  yourself,  and  write  soon.  Ex¬ 
cuse  all  mistakes  bad  writing  and  bad  spelling.  I  remain

Notes:  Mary  Beale  was  grandmother  of  compiler  of  this  book,  what 
was  maiden  name  of  her  cousin,  Mrs*  Mary  Klrtley?  Leonidas  Bos¬ 
ley  (Balsly)  shot  and  killed  Matthew  Beall  near  St*  Joseph,  Mo*, 
June  13,  1852,  while  traveling  with  a  wagon  train  from  Boone  Co*, 
Ky*  to  the  California  gold  region.  Matthew  was  eldest  son  of  Jor¬ 
dan  Beall  of  Boone  Co*  He  may  have  been  first  cousin  of  Mary’s 
father,  Thomas  Beale*  There  is  some  indication  that  these  Beale 
and  Beall  families  were  branches  of  William  Beal(o)  of  Bucks  Co*, 
Pa*  Information  about  this  or  other  possible  connection  will  be 
appreciated. 


Study  reveals  th^  Beale  of  Chester  Co.,  Pa*,  Beale  of  Va. ,  Beall 
of  ?fd*  and  Beals/Rales  of  Pa*  apparently  are  not  ours*  However, 
further  data  on  these  will  be  welcome.
